UNIT TRUST OF INDIA 

Bombay, the 26th June 1969 

No. 11412/NP.9-69-— Tn exercise by the Board of 
Trustees of the Unit Trust of India, of the powers con- 
ferred by Section 21 of the Unit Trust of India Act, 
1963, the Unit Scheme 1964, as made by the Board at 
its meeting held on 12th May 1964 be and is hereby 
amended as follows : 

A new clause, 26A, be inserted after Clause 26 in the 
Unit Scheme, 1964, as follows. 

“26A. The provisions of this Scheme shall, in respect 
of any units acquired or held in accordance with any 
plan or plans formulated by the Board, pursuant to clause 
(cc) of Sub-section (1) of Section 19 of the Act for 
acquisition of an interest in units, apply and be read sub- 
ject to the provisions of said plan or plans.” 

VOLUNTARY SAVINGS PLAN 1969 
Provisions of the Plan 

In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 19(1) 
(cc) of the Unit Trust of India Act, 1963, th© Board of 
the Unit Trust of India hereby makes the following Plan. 

1. This Plan shall be called ‘The Voluntary Savings 
Plan 1969'. 

2. The Plan shall be applicable to units issued under 
the Unit Scheme 1964, as also under any other scheme, 
which the Trust may make hereafter and to which it may 
make the Plan applicable, 

3. An individual who is not a minor, shall be eligible 
for membership in the Plan. 

4. Two individuals, neither of them being a minor, 
shall also be eligible for membership in the Plan, jointly. 

5. in the case of joint membership in pursuance of 
paragraph 4 above, a discharge by the member whose 
name appears first on the application form (referred to 
below) shall, as regards receipt of amounts due in respect 
of such units, discharge th e Trust in respect of such 
amounts; and on the death of either of them, the other 
may continue us sole member. 


6. A person desirous of acquiring membership in the 
Plan shall make an application in the form prescribed by 
the Trust for this purpose, to the Office of the Trust at 
Engineering Centre, 9, Mathew Road, Bombay^- or such 
other office as the Trust may specify in this behalf. 

7. Each intending member shall make a contribution 
at the time of admission into the Plan which shall not be 
less than such minimum sum as may be specified by the 
Trust, from time to time the minimum currently ;.n force 
being Rs. 110/-. Thereafter, once in every quarter of 
the accounting year of the Trust beginning from July 
each year (viz. July-September, October-Decembcr, 
January-March and April-June), he shall pay such 
quarterly contribution as may be specified by the Trust 
from time to time, the amount of such quarterly contri- 
bution being for the presont not less than Rs. 30/-. Each 
quarterly contribution should reach the TYust’s office not 
later than lOtb of July for the quarter July-September. 
1 0th October for the quarter October-Deccmber, 10th 
January for the quarter January-March and 10th April 
for the quarter April-June. Provided that the initial con- 
tribution of Rs. 110 shall not lie necessary where an indi- 
vidual applying for membership in the Plan furnishes to 
the Trust evidence Of any units held by him in his indivi- 
dual name. 

8. Contributions to the Trust shall be made by bank 
draft/ cheque/ money order or cash or in any other 
manner as may be specified by the Trust in this behalf. 
The intending member may also issue standing instruc- 
tions to his bank to make the requisite quarterly contri- 
butions to the Trust. Cheques or bank drafts shall be 
drawn in the name of the Unit Trust of India and made 
payable at Bombay or at such place as the Trust may 
specify in this behalf. Members are advised to cross the 
cheques and bank drafts ‘account payee’. 

9. The Trust shall, as soon as possible, advise each 
member of his admission into the Plan along with his 
membership number and the receipt of his initial contri- 
bution made in accordance with paragraph 7 above. In 
all his correspondence with the Trust, a member shall 
quote his membership number. 

10. No acknowledgement or receipt will be Issued by 
the Trust in the case of subsequent contributions sent 
through cheques, bank drafts or money orders. In case 
a member desires to have an acknowledgement, a self 
addressed and stamped envelope should be sent for the 
purpose. In the case of a contribution tendered in cash 
over the counter at the office/ s of the Trust, specified in 
paragraph 6, a suitable acknowledgement shall be made. 

11. Contributions received from members shall be 
utilised towards allotment of units to them in accordance 
with the provisions of this Plan, 

12. Out of the initial contribution made by a member 
as many whole units shall be issued as could be purchased 
at the ruling sale pric© of units on the date or payment 
is received by the Trust In cash, cheque or draft. 

13. Allotment of whole units from the subsequent 
contributions made according to paragraph 7 and sums 
carried over under paragraph 15 or 16 hereafter shall be 
made on the 15th (or if it happens to be a holiday the 
next working day of the Trust’s office in Bombay) of 
July, October, January and April in any year at the 
ruling sale price Of the units on that day. 

14. Income distribution on the units issued in respect 
of which no certificate is given to the member, shall 
alone be utilised towards issue of additional units in 
accordance with the provisions of the Plan. If at the 
date of issue of units under this paragraph, there are any 
sums carried over under paragraphs 12 or 13 the same 
shall be added to the income distribution and dealt with 
accordingly. 
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15. Cash balance, if any, after allotment of units in 
accordance with paragraphs 12, 13 and 14 shall bo carri- 
ed forward to the credit of the member to be added on 
to his subsequent contributions, or as the case may be to 
the income distribution. 

16. A quarterly contribution which is received by the 
Trust after the date specified in paragraph 7, shall also 
be carried forward for allotment of units to the next 
quarter. 

17. No interest shall be payable by the Trust on any 
cash balances held by it pending investment under the 
Plan. 

18. No unit certificate shall be issued to a member 
with respect to the units acquired under this Plan, except 
as provided for in paragraph 19 below. 

19. If, at any time, the aggregate number of units 
accumulated amounts to not less than 50, the Trust shall, 
at the request of a member, issue unit ccrtiflcatc/s with 
respect to all or any part of these units being a multiple 
of 10. For any subsequent accumulation of units aggre- 
gating not less than 50, the Trust shall at the request of 
a member issue similarly unit certificate/ s with respect to 
all or any part of his units being a multiple of 10. The 
provisions of this Plan will cease to bo applicable to the 
units in respect of which a certificate is thus obtained. 
The balance of units will continue to be in the Plan. 

20. Notwithstanding paragraph 13, the sale price of 
units allotted in terms of paragraph 14 above shall be 
the sale price ruling on the date of commencement of 
sale of units in the new accounting year beginning in 
July. 

21. The Trust shall send to each member, as soon as 
possible, after the close of the accounting year, a state- 
ment as at the end of the accounting year, showing for 
the period to which it relates : 

(i) units issued and cash outstanding at the com- 
mencement of the period, 

(ii) particulars of contributions received during the 
period. 

(iii) particulars regarding units issued including 
prices at which these were issued, 

(iv) income distribution on the units issued and re- 
invested, 

(v) where applicable, particulars of units for which 
unit certificate/s have been issued to the mem- 
ber and which have thus ceased to participate 
in the Plan, and 

(vi) units issued as well as cash outstanding at the 
end of period. 

22. A member may, at any time, terminate his mem- 
bership in the Plan by giving in writing a notice of not 
less than one month to the Trust. In the case of joint 
-membership under paragraph 4, such notice shall be 
given by both the members. 

23. Membership of the Plan shall stand terminated, in 
the event of the death of the sole member or the sole 
surviving member. 

24. On termination of membership in the Plan, the 
Trust shall (i) issue with respect to the units to the 
credit of the member or the sole surviving member at 
the time of termination, unit certificate/s for the desired 
number of units, provided they are in multiples of 10, 
(ii) repurchase balance of units, if any, after the issue of 
certificate/ s, (iii) repurchase all units where no issue of 
certiflcate/s is desired and (iv) return cash outstanding, 
if any. The repurchase of units in terms of this para- 
graph shall be made even when the units arc not in 
multiples of ten. 

25. The price at which the Trust shall repurchase 
units in terms of paragraph 24 above shall be the re- 
purchase price current on the date of receipt by the 
Trust of the notice of termination from the member, or, 


as the case may be, the date of death of the sole member 
or the sole surviving member. 

26. The provisions of the Plan shall come into force 
from July J, 1969 and shall be in operation, till amended 
or terminated as provided hereafter. 

27. The Trust may amend this Plan in such manner 
and to such extent as it may consider expedient, without, 
however, altering the fundamental basis of the Plan. Any 
such amendment shall be published in not less than four 
daily newspapers circulating in India. 

28. The Trust may terminate the Plan as a whole by 
publishing a notice in not less than four daily newspapers 
circulating in India. Such notice shall specify the date 
on which the termination shall take effect.
